Air Vice-Marshal and Belfast. 


Sir Sefton Brancker, who has been in 
Belfast investigating the possibilities of 
an alr service hetween Belfast and Liver- 
pool, has been Director of Civil Aviation 

since 1922 His 
father held a colonelcy 
in the Royal Artil- 
lery, and Sir Sefton 
himself entered that 
branch of the Army 
in 1896. He served 
in the South African 
War and was 
wounded, and then 
for some years held a 
Staff appointment in 
wi é India. 
fees Gee While in India he 
GE mh +. became interested in 
Sir S. Brancker. aviation, and his 
first flight as a mili- 
tary observer was in 1910. His new 
interest came in good stead at the outbreak 
of the European War, and in 1914 he was 
appointed. Deputy Director of Military 
Aeronautics, later becoming Director oí 
Air Organisation. In 1918 he was 
appointed Controller-General of Tquip- 
ment, and at the end of the war retired 
from the Service to devote himself to the 
development of commercial] aviation. In 
that position he has rendered great service 
to the community, and his abitity was 
recognised in 1924 by his appointmént as 
Air Vice-Marshal. 

Sir Sefton has held many important 
cfices in the sphere of air transport. He 
was appointed British representative on 
the Internationa] Commission on Air 
Navigation, and he is President of the 
Roval Aeronautical Society ard Vice- 
President of the Institute of Transport. 


Travel by Air. 


Civil aviation, with which Sir Sefton 
Brancker is concerned, is becoming a 
bigger thing every day. It is less than 
twenty years since the English Channel 
was first flown, and the feat was a world 
wide sensation, greater than an Atlantic 
flight is to-day; yet this summer the 
weekly traffic returns from London’s 
Croydon air terminus show over 2,000 
passengers travelling by air from France 
to England and vice versa, August Js 
confidently expected to achieve a 
‘“vecord’’ in this popularising of air 
travel. Every day there are, besides 
additional private contracts, nine 
scheduled air services between London 
and Paris, and others of less freauency to 
different continental resorts. Moreover, 
with this steady growth of air travel, 
there is devcloping a new and wider view 
of travel possibilities. People nowadays 
are making journeys by air, say, to 
Moscow or Constantinople, of which in 
days they would never have 
lreamed. Business men frequently 
‘week-end ” now at places that would 
have meant three days’ travel by rail and

A civil servant remarked to me the 
other day that recent entrants to the 
public service write an execrable hand. 
It is neither neat nor legible. In fact, 
the writing of some brilliant men and 
women students who obtained very high 
places at the entrance examinations would 
not be worth 30 or 40-per cent. at a pre- 
war British Civil Service examination. 
In those days Irishmen invariably scored 
top marks. in the United Kingdom for 
their perfect penmanship. 

Apparently very little attention is paid 
to handwriting nowadays. To judge by 
the results, as soon as pupils learn to

One that is unique is the wonderfully 
carved oak panelling on the walls of the 
ancient armoury.

To meet the objections of the approving 
Fine Arts Commission, based on interfer- 
ence with a magnificent view, Professor 
Tait Mackenzie has modified his memorial 
to General Wolfe to be erected in Green- 
wich Park by Quebec’s public subscrip- 
tion during twenty years. A rear reliel 
wall will be abandoned and the memorial 
reduced to a statue on a pedestal. King 
George takes an interest in the Canadian 
sculptor, and has on his work-table in 
Buckingham Palace a copy of Professor 
Tait Mackenzie's beautiful little model of 
a wounded soldier, called “ Blighty.”’

- MEDICAL OFFICER’S 


COMPLAINT. 


At the monthly meeting of the Fermanagh 
Regional Education Committee Dr. Dickson, 
the School Medical Officer, complained of the 
way that the sanitary arrangements were 
carried out in some of the schools of the 
county. Some of the lavatories in the 
schools. that he had recently examined were 
nothing but breeding places for microbes. It 
was a disgrace to any civilised community 
to allow such a thing. He had no power to 
close the schools in which such conditions 
existed, but he would ask the Committee to 
give him authority to write to the medical 
officers of the districts concerned, and ask 
them to see that the sanitary arrangements 
were carried out properly, or else have the 
schools closed. 

Even in Enniskillen, the doctor said, it 
was a perfect disgrace how sanitary 
arrangements were carried out. ll the 
sewage of the town was emptied into the 
lake, which remained practically stagnant in 
some places during the summer. 

The doctor was given permission to write 
to the various medical officers concerning the 
matter.

THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 


BILL, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Professor Trench is, no doubt, con- 
versant—more conversant than your corre- 
spondent—with the canons of “good taste ” 
in literary matters. When an unpleasant 
truth s to be said in the public interest I 
prefer to say it plainly, so that the common 
man may understand it. With all the Pro- 
fessor’s verbiage, it comes to this—that he, 
like myself, disagrees with the more im- 
portant parts of the report. I have read it, 
of course, and I know that Professor Thrift 
was on the Commission; but I think he would 
himself be the last to say that: he represented 
‘the ecclesiastical standpoint ’’ of the Church 
of Ireland or of any minority. Names do not 
matter, and no question is settled by reference | 
to them. - It stands to reason that the Com- 
mission received more evidence in favour of 
censorship; for (1) no one really expected 
that they would make such a drastic report ; 
(2) no one but a person with a strong sense 
of public duty would appear before them and 
oe what would seem to be the unpopular 
side. 

Professor Trench will, of course, not like 
me to say that I regard that portion of the 
report and bill ‘concerning “the publication 
of judicial proceedings ” as pure ‘‘ eyewash,’’ 
intended to bolster up the case in other 
respects, I may say that the only objection 
I have to that is that it seems to be un- 
necessary. The English Act is one of those 
Acts that affects the Free State, whether it 
likes it or not. No newspaper printed in 
England and circulating in the Free State 
can publish reports on divorce, etc.; and no 
Free State newspaper circulating in England 
dare publish them, or it would be suppressed. 
No Free State newspaper that only circulates 
in the Free State—if there is any—will have 
capital enough to pay for reports of such; so 
where is the necessity for the new legislation ? 
There are some who now doubt whether such 
legislation has not done more harm than good. 

The more I have read of this bill the more 
dangerous it seems to be. What is really 
behind it? Is it the Catholic Truth Society? 
It often happens that more harm is done by 
well-meaning people than by those whose 
motives are not good. The former are trusted 
and their actions are not weighed; the others 
are watched and guarded against.—Yours, 
etc., : James B. LESLIE.

PRESBYTERIANS IN CANADA. 

Tx) THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The letter of your correspondent, the 
Rev. Dr. Ephraim Scott, in your issue of the 
25th inst., is an interesting, if ex parte, 
statement of the position taken by the section 
of the Canadian Presbyterian Church which 
refused to accept the decision of the great 
majority of that Church to unite with the 
Methodist and Congregational Churches in 
Canada on the basis of a common evangelical 
creed and. polity. Dr. Scott, in effect, 
charges the majority of the Canadian Presby- 
terian Church, who entered into the union, 
with the betrayal of the ‘‘essential prin- 
ciples ” of Presbyterianism, and proceeds to 
give in detail what, in his opinion, those 
‘essential principles ” are. Intelligent Pres. 
byterians, however, will look for some im- 
partial and competent authority, who could 
make a pronouncement upon the question 
whether or not the Presbyterian Church 
which became part of the United Church of 
Canada sacrificed, in doing so, any of the 
‘‘essential principles’? of Presbyterianism. 
Such impartial and competent authority 
exists, and has made its pronouncement, 
though Dr. Scott omits all reference to it 
and the action taken by it. 

The United Church of Canada, as soon as 
it was constituted, applied, as being a 
Church possessing the ‘essential principles '' 
truly interpreted, of Presbyterianism, for 
admission to the great council composed of 
representatives of world-wide Presbyterian 
Churches, known as “ The Alliance of Re- 
formed Churches holding the Presbyterian 
svstem.” The application was given full 
consideration. All the points set forth by Dr. 
Scott in his letter were, of course, duly 
weighed and placed in their true position. 


Lhe result was the cordial reception of the 


United Church of Canada into the member- 
ship of the Alliance as a Church possessing, 
in the basis of its constitution, the essential 
principles of Presbyterianism. ag tan 
upon this decision, delegates from the Unite 
Church of Canada are received and their 
messages welcomed by Presbyterian Churches 
in both continents at their assemblies every 
year. i 

The really “essential principle,’’ not only 
of the Presbyterian, but of all Churches,

THE RELIEF OF THE DESTITUTE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I hope that the Government and the 
people of the Irish Free State will take note 
of the action of the Government of the Six 
Counties regarding the relief of destitution. 
A clear statement of the facts regarding 
the working of the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts has been published, of which 1 quote 
the concluding sentences :—‘* The Unemploy- 
ment Fund is not a charity, and cannot be 
administered as if it were one. The Ministry 
has no power to use the fund for the relief 
of destitution as such. That is provided for 
by the Acts administered by the guardians.”’ 

i desire to point out that the Six Counties 
and Dublin are still under the same laws 
for the relief of the poor—the Poor Relief 
(Ireland) Act, 1847, under which Act a 
statutory obligation to afford due relief was 
laced on the guardians of every union in 
reland, and the Local Government Act, 
1898, in Section 13 of which permanent 
statutory provision was made for exceptional 
distress. The Government in, Northern banad 
points out that the relief of destitution is 
the duty of the boards of guardians 
appointed under the Poor Law. ‘the Dublin 
Poor Law Commissioners not only refuse to 
relieve the unemployed who have exhausted 
their unemployment benefit, but refuse to 
relieve their destitute wives and children and 
other dependents. J have even known relief 
to be refused to a destitute widow because 
her unemployed sons shared her home. 

It would be disrespectful to praise the 
Northern Government for taking steps to 
ensure that the defenceless poor shall not 
be deprived of their rights, but I earnestly 
hope that their example may cause a search. 
ing of heart in our Council of Mimisters, and 
that, as a result, the present horrible in- 
justice to the poor may be stopped and 
Section 13 of the Local Government Act, 
1898, put in force. There is no manner of 
doubt as to the exceptional distress existing 
at present.—Yours, etc.,

An Irish show, like any 
other production, must. be good in order to 
NEE to the theatre patron; the sole fact 
that it is “Irish is not enough. The show 
must be good and new. It is useless, for 
instance, to stage a revue nearly one half of 
which has been staged before under another 
name. and the success of which depends 
on the free use of an exaggerated Irish 
brogue and the colleen dress. 

Again, there are hundreds of clever com. 
panes in England to-day playing good, up- 
to-date shows, but there is also the tenth. 
rate outfit; so why should we continue to 
engage the latter for various stages in 
Dublin? Yet, not alone is this being done, but 
it is fairly common to see this same poor 
company re-engaged later in the year, in 
spite of a previous silent protest of the 
box-office receipts. Many a time have I 
found one-fiftieth of the parterre of a 
theatre alone occupied and the occupants 
staring dumbly at a show badly dressed and 
lacking humour, song and music. Ireland 
offers her visitor unsurpassed scenery, travel 
and sport, and, with a little more trouble, 
she can offer something more to the non- 
dancer, and to her own people, than the 
cinema and auction bridge.—Yours, etc.,

RAIDS FOR UNION | 
JACKS. 
YOUNG MEN CHARGED 
IN DISTRICT COURT. 


—- -- &—— 


“OUTRAGEOUS ” CONDUCT, 
SAYS THE JUSTICE. 


Charges against six men in connection with 
the pulling down of Union Jacks in Dublin 
were heard by Mr. G. P. Cussen in the 
Dublin District Court last Saturday. — 

Two young men, who refused to give their 
names, were charged with conspiracy to steal 
and forcibly entering the top front room of 
the premises of Messrs. F. Barrett and Co., 
109 Grafton street, Dublin, from which they 
removed a Union Jack flag. ‘They were 
further charged with stealing the flag: and 
cutting it with a penknife, and with having a 
chisel in their possession. 

The prisoners entered the dock with hats 
on. When asked to remove their hats they 
declined, and the Guards had to perform 
that duty. They were described as ' Numbers 
One and Two.” 

Mr. Clarke (of the State Solicitor’s office), 
who prosecuted, said that on the previous 
afternoon four men cnicved Messrs. Barrett s 
premises. Two of them remained in the hall, 
while the other two went to a room up stairs, 
opened the door by means of a chisel, de- 
tached the flag, brought it down stairs, and 
cut it up in the hallway. The two prisoners 
were arrested, but the other two men were 
not apprehended. ! 

Mr. Cussen remarked that he did not see 
how the prosecution could make the removal 
of flags from poles a criminal offence. 

\. Clarke said that he was satisfied to 
withdraw the charge of conspiring to remove 
the flags, and would proceed upon that of 
malicious damage. 

Guard 66 B stated that at 5.45 p.m. the 
previous day he was on duty at Grafton 
street. In consequence of a report made to 
him he went to the premises of Messrs. 
Barrett. In the hallway he saw two men 
with a Union Jack flag, and one of them had 
a penknife and was cutting the flag. No. 1 
was cutting the flag and the other man was 
holding it when arrested. No. 1 said that 
any time he would get a chance he would 
tear down the Union Jack. (The flag was 
here produced in court.) 

Mr. Cussen inquired if the defendants had 
any questions to ask, and one of them replied 
that they refused to recognise the authority 
of that Court. 

tuard 72 B corroborated, and showed the 
flag, which was badly rent, to the Court. 

Inspector R. O'Connell produced a chisel 
which he found in the top front room, from 
the window of which the Union Jack had 
The staple of the padlock of 
the door had been forced. The opera- 
tion could be performed by such an instru- 
ment as the chisel. 

Mr. Barrett said that the Union Jack 
lad been floating from the premises for some 
days past. Prior to the previous day it was 
in perfect condition, except that it was 
slightly, soiled. In consequence of a state- 
ment made to him by the manageress, he 
went out into the passage and saw a man 
there. He could not swear that the man 
was one of the accused. He went up stairs 
and found the two prisoners there. They 
were coming out of the room from which the 
flag was flying. 

Mr. Clarke—Had they anything with them? 
—Well, I did not wait to see. One of the 
men said, “Stay where you are.” [ went 
down stairs as fast as I could, and they fol- 
lowed me. I went to the Guard who was on 
point duty, and girls shut the door, and the two 
men were inside. He saw the chisel with 
No. 2. The value of the flag was about £5, 
and it was damaged beyond repair. 

Mr. Cussen—Do either of you wish to say 
anvthing’ 

The prisoners did not reply. 

Mr. Cussen—Mr. Clarke. on behalf. of the 
Attorney-General, has withdrawn the charge 
of larceny, and of that I approve. I have 
not: any evidence to satisfy me tliat the 
accused intended to steal the flag, nor.do I 
believe that it was so tended. That 
damage was done to the tlag is proved, and 
there has been no contradiction, of it. “The 
damage is not of itself.a serious matter, but 
the action of the two men in raiding the 
premises of a citizen of Dublin and removing 
portion of his property, whether they  in- 
tended to steal it or not, is simply outrageous. 
This conduct is aggravated by the two men 
refusing to give their names or addresses. Í 
have no intention of disposing of the case 
now. I will remand them until Wednesday, 
and in the meantime the Guards will en- 
deavour to get their names and addresses. 

The defendants were then removed 
custody.

FURTHER CASES. 

Four men then entered the dock, with caps 
or hats on, and these were removed by the 
police. : 

The first was described as “ Patrick 
Stapleton,’’ address not mentioned; the two 
next to him were described as Nos. 2 and ó. 
while the fourth was called '' Patrick Fox,” 
address not given. 

They were charged with conspiracy and 
breaking and entering the premises of the 
Royal Assurance Company, Dame street, and 
stealing a Union Jack flag, and with threaten- 
ing behaviour and malicious damage. 

Mr. Clarke said that five or six men entered 
the premises of the Royal Assurance Com- 
pany, 45 Dame street; the previous afternoon 
and removed the flag. They made their 
escape, but were pursued hy members of the 
Civic Guard, and four of them were arrested. 
One of them, No. 2, had the flag in his 
possession. - 

Guard 79 B said that he was on duty in 
Dame street the previous afternoon. He 
heard shouts of ‘‘ Police! Stop that man.’’ 
He followed men who had left the Royal 
Assurance building and arrested No. 2. 
When he was searched at Pearse street 


‘| station the Union Jack flag (produced) was 


found in his possession. 

The defendants declined to ask any ques- 
tions, stating that they refused to recognise 
the Court. 

Guard 116 B stated that he 
No. 3 on a bicycle and arrested 
Wellington quay. 

‘Guard 160 B gave evidence of the arrest 
of Stapleton. 

Detective-Officer Lane stated that he 
arrested No. 4, whose name he believed to 
be Patrick Fox. When charged, he said: 
“- I am not interested.”’ 

Inspector O’Connell said that when charged 
at the station No. 1 said, “I have nothing 
ty say”; No. 2 said nothing; No. 3 said. 
“T know nothing about it’’; and No; 4 
said, “I am ‘not interested.” They refused 
to give their names. 

Alexander Ferguson, clerk in the offices of 
the Royal Assurance Company, said that he 
was held up on the stairs by four men, 
three of whom he identified as prisoners 
Nos. 1, 3 and 4.

LABOUR T.D. AND A HOUSING 
PROBLEM. 


Speaking at a meeting in Newtowncunning- 
ham, Mr. A. J. Cassidy, T.D., said that, not- 
withstanding the talk about democracy and 
about their having turned the corner, they 
had the unfortunate fact in the Western 
parts of the country that the small farmers 
were in a state of starvation, and that there 
existed in the County of Donegal conditions. 
as far as the agricultural or road workers 
were concerned, that were pitiable. Agricul- 
tural labourers in that county were possibly 
the worst off body of workers in Ireland. 
Not only were their wages low, but they were 
denied unemployment benefit when idle. 
Many were living in hovels unfit for human 
habitation. If they went;to any of, the hiring 
fairs they would find little boys and girls 
from eight to twelve years old huddled 
together in the market square, with their 
little packs upon their shoulders, waiting to 
he hired by a farmer in order to work like 
little slaves, sometimes from 6 a.m. till 8 at 
night. It might be said that the parents 
were to blame, but that was not so; for they 
were in such a state of poverty that they 
were unable to provide for their children. 

Any Government that tolerated such a 
state of slavery to go on was not doing its 
duty towards the people of the. country... He 
denied Mr. Cosgrave’s statement in America, 
that many of the emigrants went out in the 
spirit of adventure. They did not believe 
that. What forced them to emigrate was 
that they could not eke out an existence in 
the land of their birth.

COLONEL JOHN M‘DONNELL, 
C.B.E. | 


The death took place on Saturday, at 18 
Clyde road, Dublin, of Colonel John 
M‘Donnell, C.B.E., late of the Royal Ar- 
tillery. Born in 1851 the late Colonel 
M‘Donnell was a son of Luke John 
M‘Donnell, D.L., of Dublin. He was edu- 
cated at Stonyhurst College and at the 
Royal Military Academy. In 1872 he joined 
the Royal Artillery, and was made a Captain 
in 1881. In 1889 he was promoted to the 
rank of Major. He was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Colone! in 1897, and was given the

Colonel M'Donnell served in'the Afghan 
war from 1879 to 1880, and in the Boer war 
commanded the Artillery 6th Division in 1900.

In 1890 Colonel M‘Donnell! married Pauli.-, 
daughter of the late Colonel Hannay, and 
widow of Captain Charles Milford, of the 23rd 
Royal Welch Fusiliers.

Within the past few days 
there has been some slight recovery in the 
prices of British railway shares and some 
signs of a livelier interest in the market. 
It seems that confidence has been restored 
in some degree by the recent wages 
agreement, by the fact that, despite the 
decline in revenue, the total number of 
passengers and the passenger-train mileage 
have increased since last year, and by the 
companies’ resolute efforts to improve and 
to cheapen their services. The new rail- 
way “week-end,’’ for instance, is a 
courageous bid for the patronage of the 
travelling public. If the companies’ 
economy and enterprise are able to in- 
crease revenue, or even to check its de- 
cline, confidence in their future may be 
augmented by an improved appreciation 
of the whole position of national trans- 
port. It will become increasingly manifest, 
as we think, that the perils of road con- 
gestion must be abated, and that they 
cannot be abated without the large help of

The Roman Question. 


Pope Pius XI. is a man of active tem- 
perament. Since 1922 he has been con- 
fined to the strait bounds of the Vatican 
and its gardens. He is a native of 
Northern Italy, and spent much of his 
earlier manhood in such cool climates as 
those of England and Poland. The heat 
of the Roman summer, therefore, tells 
heavily upon him. It is known that 
during the present year his health has 
suffered in a rather disquieting measure. 
The suggestion, therefore, has been mooted 
that in future he shall spend the hot 
seasons at the Papal estate of Castel 
Gandolfo. This is a piece of land beside 
Lake Albano, in the hills beside the 
Appian Way, some fifteen miles from 
Rome. It shares with the Vatican the 
extra-territorial rights which are secured 
by the Law. of Guarantees. At Castel 
Gandolfo the Pope would be no more an 
Italian subject than he is within the walls 
of the Vatican. Residence there, during 
the Italian summer, well might prolong his 
important life. To-day a Reuter message 
from Rome states that all rumours to the 
effect that the Vatican authorities have 
decided on the adoption of this plan ars 
unfounded. To reach Castel Gandolfo the 
Pope would be obliged to travel through. 
Italian territory which, before 1870, 
formed part of the Papal States; and, 
even for the space of a short motor drive, 
he is unwilling to relax the Papal 
ordinance against recognition of Italian 
sovereignty in the lost land. Even at the 
cost of risk to his life, he will not cease 
to be the prisoner of the Vatican. There 
the matter rests.

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** Money Back. 


Verdi's letters, which were published 
recently, contain an amusing instance of 
the trials that afflict those who provide 
entertainment for the public. A man who 
saw Verdi's opera, “ Aida,”’ at Parma, in 
1872, was acutely disappointed. He wrote 
to the composer, informing him, in candid 
but polite terms, that the opera was not 
to his taste. “It contains nothing that 
either inspires or electrifies; but for the 
pompous decorations the public would not 
hold out to the finish.” This criticism 
may have been unwelcome tothe composer, 
but in Italy, where musical opinion is 
outspoken, it might not be regarded as 
unreasonable. It, was another matter, 
however, when the disappointed opera-goer 
presented a bill of his expenses, including 
not only the price of his admission to 
“ Aida,’ but his train-fare between Reggio 
and Parma, and the cost of a “criminally 
deficient supper at the station restaurant.” 
He asked “dear Mr. Verdi” to reimburse 
the 32 lire which he had expended, and 
added: “I am dependent on my family, 
and this sum, like a fearful phantom, 
disturbs my rest.’’ “Dear Mr. Verdi”’ 
was sufficiently generous or humorous to 
send his correspondent 27.80 lire, but he 
did not feel bound to pay for a supper 
which the man could have eaten at home. 
If all composers and dramatists were 
obliged to compensate dissatisfied patrons 
in this fashion, few of them would become 
rich, The more successful a production 
was, the larger would be the bill presented 
to its unfortunate author. If millions of 
“picture '-lovers should write to the 
actors and actresses demanding a return 
of their money, with the addition of 
incidental expenses, we should see the 
glories of Hollywood, like those of 
Imperial Rome, “star by star expire.’’ 
It would be only fair, howeyer, if dis- 
satisfied patrons must be “ reimbursed,”’ 
that those who have been pleased with 
the performance should help the enter- 
tainers to meet exnenses. 


A Slighted Trade. 


Two personages of consequence have 
figured in the news within the past week. . 
They are Andreas Pavlovich, the “ Balkan 
King of Beggars,’’ who died recently in 
Croatia, and the “President of the Inter- 
national Beggars’ Trade Union,” who has 
been arrested at Perigueux. Pavlovich 
emigrated to. America in his youth. 
Beginning in a modest way as an ordinary 
beggarman in Chicago, he afterwards 
organised a band of beggars and black- 
mailers, who shared their plunder in 
agreed proportions, and were known ,as 
“the gang of bats.’’ He became the 
owner of a diamond mine, made a large 
fortune and lost it again. He lived, 
while he was ria, im great ostentation, 
but the President of the International 
Beggars’ Union represented the demo- 
cratic element of an ancient trade. The 
police found a number of squares of paper 
in his possession which show how the 
“international union ” works by mutual 
help. <A cross with a circle, for instance, 
inscribed on a house-wall means “ Good 
reception’’; a comb within a square 
means ‘“ Beware of the dog”; another 
sign indicates that it is desirable to make 
a swift retreat. It is probable that pro- 
fessional beggars are less numerous at the 
present day, and have less organisation 
and method among themselves, than at 
any previous time. Two hundred years 
ago Dean Swift’s proposal to provide 
beggars in Dublin with badges was not 
really extravagant. Misguided talent 
sometimes reaches to genius in the cause 
of mendicity. There is the typical 
example, in one of Mr. H. G. Wells's 
novels, of a tramp who always carried a 
piece of soap, by the aid of which he was 
in the habit of foaming at the mouth, 
and thereby obtaining gratuities from 
compassionate _ people. Unfortunately, 
his trust in human kindliness was 
destroyed when an old gentleman, of 
deceptively benevolent aspect, threw a 
bucket of water in his face. 


ORIENTALISTS MEET 
OXFORD. 


IN 


SIX HUNDRED TO ATTEND 
TO-DAY’S CONGRESS. 


The seventeenth International Congress of 
Orientalists, which opened at Oxford to-day, 
attracted University Professors, Government 
representatives, and expert linguists from all 
parts of the world. Learned men from the 
Near and Far East, in addition to professors 
and scholars from all the European countries 
and America, gathered in the University city 
on Saturday, and further contingents arrived 
yesterday. 

There have been months of preparation 
for the Conference, which will be the first 
for sixteen years, and six hundred members, 
including two hundred delegates, will attend. 
The aes will come from Germany, 
Austria, and Turkey, as well as Britain, 
France, Japan, China, the Dominions, and 
nearly every other nation of the world. 

Modern topics and problems will receive 
little attention, for at many of the sessions 
delegates will discuss subjects which agitated 
the Eastern world when it was four thousand 
years younger than it is to-day. 

“The East, with its ancient literature and 
arts, its history and archxology, will be dis. 
cussed,’’ said Mr. C. N. Seddon, Secretary 
of the Congress, to a reporter. 

" Ancient languages will be reviewed, and 
important papers from the point of view of 
the Orientalist will be read on the recent 
discoveries in connection with the excava- 
tions at Ur, Kish, and the Indus Valley. The 
programme covers the entire field of Asiatic 
and Egyptian subjects, and papers will be 
read by, among others, English, French, 
American, German, Indian, and Italian 
lecturers. One paper may be read in Arabic, 
but it is not yet certain whether this delegate 
will be able to attend.”’

FINE TRIBUTE TO LORD 
HALDANE, 

General Sir Ian Hamilton, opening the 
Auchterarder Flower Show on Saturday, paid 
an eloquent and moving tribute to the memory 
of Viscount Haldane, ' 

“ Before we open our flower show,” he said, 
““let me salute the memory of a friend, of 
a great Auchterarder man, oí a man who was 
wise beyond his generation, who, only a few 
days ago, was anxious that your show should 
be a success. I am emboldened to thrust my 
poor tribute through the throng of be-starred, 
glittering obituary notices, which block the 
way to where the true Haldane is lying in 
immortal state. 

“1 taught him to salute—indeed I did. He 
was an astonishing pupil—still, I did get him 
beyond his first stage of horrifying the 
sergeant-majors. I did get him to refrain 
from lifting the forefinger of his beautifully 
modelled hand to his bared head. So I take 
my courage in both hands to ask why all 
these courtier-like obituary notices ring 
hollow. Because they confine themselves to 
the intellect. Because—except in the fine 
tribute by Lord Grey, which has only just 
appeared—there is scarcely one word about 
his heart or his rare capacity for friendship. 
For your Haldane had a genius for friend. 
ship. If a friend forsook him, never one word 
of reproach, whilst as for himself, not once 
in his life did he forget or forsake a friend. 


THE FORLORN HOPE, 

“ Haldane was a War Minister who hated 
war. In 1912, as he was starting on his !ast 
mission to Germany, he said to me: “Now I 
know what a soldier feels like when he 
volunteers for a forlorn hope; happen . what 
may, this will be the biggest moment of my 
life.’ Actually. the date which was, so he 
hoped, to have been written with red ink in 
his calendar was the date afterwards chosen 
by his enemies to sprinkle his threshold with 
blood. 

“ Yet now in death he triumphs. Now 
we, looking back, can see what an immense 
moral asset it is to England, and still more 
to Scotland, and more still to Auchterarde:. 
that he did make that tremendous effort with. 
at least, the tacit approal of his fellow 
Cabinet Ministers, to avert ‘The Day’ of the 
fire-eaters—‘ The Day’ which might so much 
more appropriately have been ealled ‘The 
Night!’ ”” 


CYCLISTS IN BRITAIN. 
NUMBERS ESTIMATED AT 
SEVEN MILLIONS. 

People who live in big cities and see 
nothing but motor traffic hardly realise that 
the country is still full of cyclists, compe- 
tent authorities at the celebration on Satur- 
day in London of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the foundation of the Cyclists’ Touring Club 
estimating their number at between seven 
and eight millions and the number of cycling 
clubs at thirteen hundred. 

There are no official statistics here, as 
there are in countries where cycles are regis- 
tered for taxation, ' but we consider,” said 
Mr. B. W. Best, editor of Cyeling,, ‘‘ that 
there must be at least as many in this 
country as in France; and in France we know 
there are seven millions and a half. Although 
racing here is on a smaller scale, the cult 
of pleasure cycling and touring is, indeed, 
much stronger than it is in France. 

“Since the war,” he said, “cycling has 
gone ahead very rapidly. In the country, in 
the small towns, and in most of the suburbs, 
there is more cycling to-day than there ever 
was; and in the big cities, though cycling is 
a business rather than a pleasure, the wheel. 
folk are adapting themselves to the new con- 
ditions. 

““It was the introduction of the safety 
bicycle in the late eighties that gave cycling 
its enormous impetus, because then, for the 
first time, riders short in stature were able to 
ride on equal terms with tall people, and 
women, though to some extent they had been 
in it from the start, found an established 
place in the pastime. The introduction of 
the pneumatic tyre, about 1889, 
dts second great fillip.’’

HUNT FOR A PEACE 
EMBLEM.

Paris is gaily beflagged for the signa-

Again, a newspaper man, with a long 
experience at Geneva, gave as his opinion 
that the flag of peace was thite, with a 
gilt palm. As a combination of all these 
would have produced a blue and green 
flac, with a white band dotted with white 
crossés and doves and golden palms, the 
aris Soir, much perplexed, applied to 
the Quai d’Orsay, where it was officially 
stated that no League of Nations flag yet 
exists. M. Cumerlynck, the famous inter- 
preter, said that there had been a ques- 
tion of authorising. such a flag, but the 
plan had never materialised.

| RECTOR. 
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NEIGHBOURING CLERGY’S 
STRONG WORDS. 


In the little church of All Saints, 
Doddinghurst, Essex, yesterday the 


parishioners gathered for the first Service, 
since the search for their rector, the Rev. 
F. I. Hutchinson, drew the eyes of the 
world upon them. There was only, a 
handful of people at the early, morning 
celebration of Holy Communion, but some 
of them had tramped several miles from 
the outskirts of the scattered parish. 

The Service was taken by the Rev. 
William Tirrell, Rector of the neighbour- 
ing village of Kelvedon Hatch, who is in 
charge of the parish until new arrange- 
ments are made by the bishop. In place 
of the usual sermon he spoke frankly of 
recent events, 

“ We have all had a very exciting and 
very trying week,” he said. “' This quiet 
little country parish has suddenly’ blazed 
into fame in the public Press. It is 
perhaps strange that last Sunday I should 
have preached in this building a sermon 
dealing with slander and gossip. Then I 
spoke generally. I had little idea of 
connecting it with events in this parish. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. 

“ We have all had an object lesson on 
that particular sermon on how mere talk 
and supposition could make something 
that is quite simple and easily explained 
into a great and terrible mystery. Let 
us keep this in our minds as an object 
lesson of the mischief that can be done 
by merely thinking too loudly. 

“ However long your rector may live, 

he is your rector still. If he makes good 
in the future there will always arise the 
thought that there were certain circum- 
stances connected with his name. I know 
your rector has some very loyal friends 
here. I feel certain that if he came back 
this very day you would be more than 
pleased to see him. 
“May I explain the circumstances 
which have arisen? There were reasons 
which led your parish priest away to 
other duties in London, and so you did 
not know what manner of man he was. 
He was one of the most hard-worked men 
among you. You did not think that when 
you were asleep he was toiling into the 
early hours of the morning. 


INTELLECTUALLY LONELY. 
“ At the same time he was in the midst 
of strangers, and he had a rather secret 
suspicion that they did not care much for 


him. Added to that a priest in any 
country parish must be intellectually 
lonely. It is not the fault of the people 


amongst whom he lives. Any scholar in 
a country parish is in the same position. 
‘‘'The rector was very sensitive about 
things connected with his church. He 
was in a sense eating his heart out 
because he could not get the people to 
come to church in crowds. He really 
loved his church. If he does not come 
back here—and I do not suppose he will— 
think of him as a man who was ready to 
love us, and sometimes we were not too 
ready to be loved.

POPE TO REMAIN IN 
VATICAN. 


NOT TO USE VILLA ON THE 
HILLS. 


From HEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Saturday. 

It can be stated positively that there is 
no truth in the stories that the Pope will 
spend the summer at Castel Galdolfo, on 
the shores of Lake Albano. 

The suggestion that the Pope may leave 
the Vatican in order to spend the summer 
at the villa there is made every now and 
again, but it has never been taken 
seriously into consideration by the 
Vatican. It arises from the fact that the 
villa, Castel Galdolfo, by the law of 
guarantees which regulates the relations 
between Church and State, enjoys the 
right of extra-territoriality, just like the 
Vatican, being, in effect, considered part 
of the Vatican. If, therefore, the Pope 
could transfer himself there without 
crossing Italian territory, he could spend 
the summer there without breaking the 
precedent of his voluntary captivity in 
the Vatican. 

As this, however, is impossible, it has 
been necessary to give up the idea of the 
villa at Castel Galdolfo as a possible place 
for the Pope in which to spend the 
summer. Some people argue that, if the 
Pope crossed Italian territory in an abso- 
lutely private form for the purpose of 
merely transferring himself from the 
Vatican to Castel Galdolfo, this would not 
imply a breaking of his vow to remain a 
voluntary prisoner in the Vatican. 

The Pope, however, has always opposed 
this view, and remained steadfast in his 
determination to obey the precedent of not 
leaving the Vatican for any reason.

NOW KING OF ALBANIA. 

From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELGRADE, Sunday. 

According to messages from _ Tirana, 
Albania has been proclaimed a kingdom, and 
Ahmed Bey Zogu, the Prime Minister, 1s 
understood definitely to have accepted the 
crown. 

The last direct message from Tirana, re- 
ceived late on Saturday night, dealt with the 
opening of the Albanian Parliament, and 
made it appear that the step mentioned in 
the above telegram had not yet taken place. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
TIRANA, Sunday. 

The following authoritative statement is 

issued here:—On the occasion of the opening 

of the Constituent Assembly the people every- 

where at meetings have expresed their joy at 


‘seeing the beginning of the labours of the 


Assembly and their desire that their repre- 
sentatives shall proclaim Albania a kingdom, 
and bestow the crown of the national hero, 
Scanderbeg, upon Ahmed Bey Zogu, the 
Prime Minister. At meetings here yesterday 
the citizens acclaimed Ahmed Bey Zogu as 
the saviour of the nation and King of Albania. 
The demonstrations passed off everywhere 
without the slightest disturbance of order. 
UNDER ITALY’S CONTROL. 
The Albanian National Committee, which 


‘consists of refugees from Zogu’s régime living 


in Vienna, has protested against the corona- 
tion, as involving imminent danger of war 
in the Balkans (says the Vienna correspon- 
dent of the Sunday Times). The protest is 
signed by three Albanian ex - Cabinet 
Ministers. 

The arangements for offering the Crown to 
Zogu are regarded here as a consolidation of 
Italy's control of Albania. 

Zogu, the son of one of the officials of 
Abdul Hamid’s Court, is not an unknown 
figure in Vienna. In the course of his ad- 
venturous career he has always succeeded in 
keeping on the winning side. 

During the war he was a partisan of 
Austro-Hungary, and when the Hapsburg 
troops occupied Albania was a prominent 
member of the picturesque deputation of 
Albanians to Vienna. Yet after the war he 
succeeded in winning the confidence of the 
Yugo-Slavs, obtaining their support for a 
revolutionary, expedition . sent from South 
Lerbia! into RDibania te expel the President, 
Monsignor Fan Noli, who favoured Italy. 

Yet Zogu, always an admirer of Napoleon, 
had no difficulty in dropping Yugo-Slavia 
once he was established at Tirana and ob- 
taining the support of Mussolini. 


BATHER DROWNED. 


MAN LOST IN PRESENCE OF 
HIS FAMILY. 


While trying to recover a ball from the sea 
at Chapel-St.-Leonards, a small watering 

lace on the Lincolnshire coast between 
Mablethorpe and Skegness on Saturday, 
Philip Trevor Milward (32), a wireless dealer, 
of Sheffield, was drowned in sight of his wife 
and two little sons. The family were bath- 
ing with two friends, and were playing with 
the ball, which was accidentally thrown sea- 
ward out of Milward’s reach. He made a 
dash after it, and, to the horror of his wife 
and friends, disappeared from view. 

Not one of the party could swim, and when 
another. vistor—a swimmer—rushed in to try 
to effect a rescue no trace of Milward could 
be found.

| NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The New York subway gcident.on Friday 
afternoon, when two cars of a down town 
express were thrown off the track in conse- 
quence of a faulty switch, causing the death 
of 17 people and injuries of varying serious- 
ness to about 100 others, was one of the 
worst in the history of the subway. 

The train of ten cars had just cleared the 
Times square station platform, and was gain- 
ing momentum as it passed over a switch 85 
feet south of the platform. The first eight 
cars passed the switch saiely, but the last 
two suddenly left the track and were smashed 

ainst a concrete and stone partition 20 feet 
high, which separates the north and -south 
bound express tracks. The ninth car was 
ripped open in impact with the wall, several 
concrete pillars of which were smashed. The 
torn pieces of the damaged car fell in ruins 
ó sg the wall and the tenth car ran into 
them. 


A scene of agony and confusion followed,’ 


As the power wag cut off and all lights extin- 
guished, rescuers had to work by the aid 
of electric torches. 

All the casualties were in the last two 
cars, but the people in the first eight cars 
were severely shaken. A cordon of police was 
formed round all the subway entrances to 
Times square, where vast crowds of: people 
assembled to watch the rescue work. Subway 
trafic on the west side was completely dis- 
organised at the rush hour and thousands of 
people had to walk home. 

An official inquiry into the disaster has 
been ordered. <A preliminary investigation 
by the subway company attributes the acci- 
dent to the error of an employé in not 
giving warning of the faultiness of the switch, 
the working of which it has been discovered 
was unsatisfactory. 

CAUSE OF THE. ACCIDENT. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Saturday. 

William Baldwin, a subway signals repair- 
man, has been remanded on bail of ten 
thousand dollars on a charge of homicide. 

The prosecuting officials say that Baldwin 
told one of his workmen to hold down the 
automatic tripling device attached to a de- 
fective switch, which would have prevented 
the passage of any train until repairs were 
made. The repairman, it is stated, had 
actually passed another train over the same 
switch by that means, and hoped to send 
over as many more as necessary to prevent 
the suspension of traffic while the apparatus 
was mended. 

Mr. Hedley, President of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Line, brought forward the re- 
pairman late last night at the request of the 
city officials and police. 

Interviewed to-day, Mr. Hedley frankly 
admitted the company’s liability for damages 
for deaths and injuries, and the amount of 
the damages he was unable as yet to esti- 
mate. He added that the company would 
continue their own independent investigation 
of the calainity with a view to preventing a 
repetition. He declared that this was the 
first serious accident on the tube in the last 
ten years. 

Later the Transit Commission, an >fficial 
body, issued a statement attributing the 
accident, not to a defective switch, but to 
another switch, which was in good condition, 
and under the control of the nearest signal 
station. If their view is correct, Baldwin 
is likely to be exonerated. 

They declare that it is the opinion of 
their experts that the accident was due to 
man failure, as the switch whieh caused the 
accident was moved while the train was 
passing over it. There is nothing, they add, 
to show that the switch was turned by the 
train itself. It might have been turned by 
the movement of a lever in the tower or by 
ne "BE moving the switch valves near the 
track.

HAILSTONES AS LARGE AS

|\GENEVA, Sunday. 

For the second time within a fortnight 
Geneva was visited, last night at about 
half-past ten by a sudden violent wind 
and hail storm, like a waterspout, accom- 
panied by a terrific downpour of rain and 
thunder and lightning, lasting for half an 
hour. 

Pointed hailstones as big as walnuts 
covered the streets, giving the appearance 
of a snowfall. Much damage to window 
panes and crops was done in the neigh- 
bourhood. Several trees were uprooted, 
and a newly constructed hangar at the 
Cointrin aerodrome, near Geneva, was 
partially destroyed. 

People walking in Geneva were panic- 
stricken and ran hastily into cafés and 
restaurants for shelter. The weather to- 
day is still unsettled and sultry. 


ITALY’S “LITTLE WAR.” 


CASUALTIES IN CYRENAICA, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Sunday. 

More than one hundred casualties are 
reported in the renewed offensive of the 
Italian military units. against the Arab 
rebels in Cyrenaica (North Africa). 

Successful operations against the 
Senussi tribesmen terminating two weeks 
ago are described in an official communiqué 
to the Colonial Ministry. After succes- 
sive defeats, however, the desert men 
reorganised in smaller units and are still 
continuing to give trouble. 

In a surprise attack against a Zalagh 
band, conducted by two light columns, 
supported by tanks, the Itahans lost two 
corporals and two privates, but killed 
eleven rebels and three hundred camels. 

During this operation another unit of 
two light columns converged on a con- 
tingent of rebels in an oasis near Sira, 
according to the official report, killing 
twenty-four and capturing all supplies. 
The Italians lost eleven meh in this latter 


operation.

OVERCOME BY FUMES.

when the explosion occurred. 

Although half buried under the fall of 
earth, they managed to shout for help, where- 
upon two of their mates descended to their 
rescue, but they were soon overcome by the 
fumes produced by the explosion. 

Later on, all four men were taken out of 
the well and were rushed to hospital. Their 
condition is described as grave.

THE TRADES UNION 
CONGRESS. 

MR. COOK’S PAMPHLET 
DENOUNCED, 


The sixtieth annual Trades Union Congress 
opens at Swansea on the 3rd of September and 
continues on the five following days. Mr. 
Ben Turner (National Union of Textile 
Workers) will preside. 

The report of the General Council to be 
presented states :— 

“The participation of the General Council 
in negotiations with the group of employers 
on industrial relations aa all other subjects 
relating to industry represents an important 
development in trade union activity. A great 
deal of time and energy has been devoted to 
the detailed investigation of industrial pro- 
blems. It is hoped that the results of such 
joint co ph mo and enquiry will be of 
permanent advantage to the membership of 
our affiliated unions. 

“The orgayisation of the Nottinghamshire 
miners’ campaign, together with the taking 
of the ballot, probably represents one of the 
most difficult feats of organisation which the 
General Council has ever undertaken. The 
eminently satisfactory result, as revealed by 
the ballot of the Nottinghamshire miners, and 
the strong appreciation expressed by the 
Miners’ Federation and the Nottinghamshire 
Miners’ Association, are some compensation 
for the arduous task undertaken by the 
General Council. 

“Important negotiations with the co-opera- 
tion movement with regard to establishing 
mutually satisfactory arrangements for regu- 
lating the relations of the trade union and 
co-operative movements, have been continued. 

“ There has been a very welcome reduction 
in the number of inter-union disputes brought 
before the General Council for adjudication, 
and the General Council trust that this is 
an indication of the ever-growing cohesion 
and solidification of the movement.” 

MR. COOK'S PAMPHLET. 

The report dealt in detail with the work 
which the Council had done in many direc- 
tions. 

On the subject of the Miners’ Secretary 
(Mr. A. J. Cook) and the Council, the report 
stated that in connection with the Notting- 
hamshire mining campaign a meeting was 
held in Nottingham respecting personal 
recriminations which had occurred between 
the General Council and the Miners’ Federa- 
tion Executive Committee. The Council had 
considered a pamphlet issued by Mr. Cook, 
entitled “ The Mond Moonshine,’ repudiated 
it in its entirety, and declared “it, is full of 
inaccuracy, misrepresentations and deliberate 
falsehoods.’’ The Council asked the Miners’ 
Executive to define its attitude on the matter. 

To this a reply was sent by Mr. Cook, on 
behalf of the Miners’ Executive, regretting 
that that pamphlet was issued before the 
pact in Nottingham was entered into, and 
dissociating itself from the issue of the 
pamphlet. 

THE INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 

Dealing in detail with the industrial con- 
ference with the employers, the report said 
that there were three possible lines of policy 
open to the trade union movement. The first 
was that the unions should say that they 
would do everything possible to break down 
the industrial machine in the hope of creat- 
ing a revolutionary situation, on the assump- 
tion that it might be turned to the advan- 
tage of the workers and to the abolition of 
capitalism. 

he second course was one of standing 
aside, telling the employers to get on with 
their job, while the unions would pursue their 
policy of fighting sectionally for improve- 
ments, 

The third course was for the trade union 
movement to say boldly that, not only was 
it concerned with the prosperity of industry, 
but that it was going to have a voice as to 
the way industry was carried on, and in- 
fluence the developments which were taking 
place. 

“ The Council has taken the view that the 
third course was the only one it was possible 
to take if the trade union movement was to 
endure as a living constructive force. That 
policy affords the best hope of raising the 
status, security and standard of the workers 
whom the Council represents. At all events, 
a very grave responsibility would have been 
taken by anyone who refused to consider the 
possibilities of such a course or who neglected 
to take any opportunity that offered of 
pursuing it.’

£20,000 SCHEME HELD UP. 

A scheme for the erection of pit-head baths, 
costing £20,000, at Liay Main Colliery, near 
Wrexham—the newest and biggest mine in 
Nerth Wales—is in abeyance because the men 
declare that they do not want them. 

The managing director of the collieries, 
which employ 3,000 men, states that he 
realises that a certain amount of prejudice 

evails among some of the men against pit- 
iad baths, but as these were to be built on 
the cubicle system he was hoping that they 
would be accepable. 

He has appealed to the wives to persuade 
husbands to take kindly to the baths, and 
it is now proposed to send thirty of the men 
to see the system at work at a large colliery 
in Warwickshire, where it is stated they are 
exceedingly popular. It is hoped that the 
visitors will be favourably impressed, and 
that the conversion of the Llay Main workers 
tv the scheme will follow.

EFFEOTS OF ENHANCED 
ACTIVITY.

GERMAN EXPERT'S 
VIEWS. 


-- 


The physical and psychical effects on 
women of their enhanced activity in public 
life are being studied most exhaustively by 
experts in eugenics and hygienics, and the 
problem seems to be of he a serious nature 
that opinions are as yet rarely offered, says 
the Berlin Correspondent of The Sunday 
fimea. The impoverishment of the middle 
classes in consequence of the war and the 
inflation of the currency, the advance of 
technical aids in the household, and the pre- 
ponderance of women in the population, have 
forced many more women to earn their living 
than formerly. 

At the present time 11,500,000 German girls 
and women are full-time workers in profes- 
sions, businesses, and trade, which is per 
cent, more than in normal pre-war years. 
More than half—to be exact, 81.6 per cent.— 
of all persons engaged in retail trade to-day 
are women, as are nearly 75 per cent. of the 
assistants in great stores. 


the past summer semester one of every ten 
students in German universities was a woman. 
The total number of students in the twenty- 
three universities in this semester was 
101,436, of whom 10,425 were women. At 
Berlin University alone there are 1,318 female 
students, at the Munich University 1,079, at 
Bonn 537, at Freiburg 505, and so on. The 
faculty preferred by women is that of medi- 
cine, and. to a lesser degree they devote 
themselves to modern philology and economic 
sciences.

eclare categorically that the 
health of women engaged in the higher pro- 
fessions does not suffer more than that of 
men who do similar work. They even main- 
tain that the health of women already work- 
ing in the higher professions, and especially 
that of the younger generation now prepar- 
ing to take their part in professional life, 
is better than that of the women of a 
generation ago. 

They draw attention to the disappearance 
of anaemia, that used to be so prevalent 
among the younger women of the middle- 
classes, as being at least one proof of their 
assertion. 

Doctors Adler and Rehm mention other 
contributory causes of this improveemnt in 
women’s health—namely, the more rational 
dress, the freedom of movement enjoyed by 
the modern young women, their addiction to 
sport and gymnastics, and the fact that they 
have less time to think of their own person. 
What the psychological effect on the intel- 
lectual class of woman of the knowledge that 
the over-abundance of the female sex will 
prevent many of them from being married 
and becoming mothers the investigators can- 
not yet foresee. They fear that in some 
cases the result will be sterile resignation, 
though they anticipate that most 4vomen who 
prepare themselves for and adopt a profes- 
sional career will rise above such a fate by 
living a clean psychic life.

TWO BROTHERS KILLED. 


Brothers, named John McCall Wynne (18) 
and George Angus Wynne (20), of Arthing- 
ton, near Otley, Yorkshire, were riding a 
motor cycle on a wet road, on Saturday, when 
their machine skidded at a bend, slid along 
for fifteen yards and crashed into a car. John 
was killed, his neck being broken, and George 
died on the way to Leeds Infirmary. 

The accident occurred within a hundred 
yards of Arthington Parish Church, where 
their father is verger and George was a sides- 
man. Only an hour after it had happened 
the boys parents arrived home from their 
holidays in North Wales. 

The brothers were on their way to a cricket 
match between Arthington and Creskeld, in 
which John was to play. The driver of ‘the 
car escaped injury.

MEXICAN NUN’S DENIAL

In Mexico City yesterday, with the per- 
mission of the Chief of Police, the Mother 
Superior of the Espirito Santo Convent dis- 
cussed with newspaper correspondents the 
charges which have been made against her in 
connection with the assassination of General 
Obregon. 

The reverend mother was in high spirits, 
and laughed merrily when reminded of the 
allegations as to her insanity, and declared 
that she was tired of denying her complicity 
m General Obregon’s murder, and that Toral 
alone was responsible for it. She asserted 
that she had not attended any meetings of 
conspirators, or encouraged the manufac- 
ture of bombs, or provided poison for 
Senorita Manzano’s adventure. 

Asked if she could throw any light upon 
the part played by dissatisfied Labour 
leaders, she said-—“ I have no Labour leaders 
concealed behind my skirts.”’ 

She maintained stoutly her complete in- 
nocence, and at the end of the interview 
said—“‘ It is my ideal of life to be a martyr. 
In order to be a martyr one must be punished 
for a crime which one has not committed. 
Therefore, I welcome any punishment or 
suffering that may come my way.”

CHEAPER RAILWAY 
TRAVELLING, 
POPULARITY OF NEW WEEK- 
END FARES. 

Greatly reduced week-end fares, adopted 
by all the British railway groups in their 
campaign to recover traffic lost to the road 
companies, have come into effect this week. 
end, and Saturday’s efforts show a big in- 

crease in rail travel. 

New fares—single-fare-and-a-third for the 
return journey—apply not only to the 
Saturday-to-Monday traveller, but cover all 
the days from Friday to Monday, and any 
single day. The old restrictions as to not 
returning on the same day are swept away. 

‘There is every indication that the 
travelling public have not been slow to avail 
themselves of the new week-end facilities,” 
said an official of the Great Western Railway 
at Paddington. 

“ Eight of the main expresses were again 
run in duplicate, and the number of passen- 
gers nn appeared to be well above the 
normal for the time of year. 

““It will be a week or two, however, before 
we are able to tell to what extent the public 
are responding to the additional facilities, 
but Friday’s and Saturday’s bookings are 
certainly very encouraging.” 

All the companies report big increases in 
the number of passenger bookings on Friday 
and Saturday. 

The North London section of the London 
Midland and Scottish Railway has started a 
campaign to call the attention of subarnaa 
travellers to the cheapness of fares to Lon- 
don and other stations. As an example, the 
company is advertising a cheap fare of 14d. 4 
for the journey between Hackney and Shore- 
ditch, which is one halfpenny cheaper than 
that on tramcars.

LIVERPOOL’S VIEW. 


The prospects of an air service being estab- 
lished between Liverpool and Belfast were 
never better, thanks to the initiative of the 
Liverpool organisation. Negotiations for an 
experimental service are almost completed. 

‘Everything depends upon Belfast, and 
we await their answer,” said Mr. Matthew 
Anderson, the secretary of the Liverpool 
organisation, a body which is endeavouring to 
develop Liverpool. ‘‘ We have approac 
Imperial , Airways, who, on conditions, are 
prepared to bring to Liverpool for a civic 
week attraction in the last week of September 
the largest British flying-boat, the Calcutta. 

‘Our hope is to run a daily service be- 
tween Liverpool and Belfast. Imperial Air- 
ways point out that, even with a full load 
of passengers each trip, the cost of bringing 
the flying-boat from Southampton to Liver- 
pool, together with the cost of running the 
service, will mean a loss to them of 400 

meas. All they ask is that Liverpool and 

lfast shall share that loss. The Liverpool 
organisation has agreed to pay 200 guineas, 
and Belfast have heen asked to pay the rest.’ 


MAN AND WIFE DIE ON SAME 
DAY. 


An Essex county magistrate and his wife, 
who died within a few hours of each other at 
different places, will be buried together this 
afternoon at Hutton, near Brentwood, where 
thev had-lived for forty-four years. 

The couple, who died in circumstances so 
strange and pathetic, were Mr. and Mrs. 
William Dalton, formerly of Hutton Burses. 
Both husband and wife had been seriously 
ill, and Mr. Dalton was removed to a nursing 
home in London, where he died on Friday. 
A few hours earlier his wife, Katherine 
Beaton Dalton, died at Woodmanton, Hutton. 

Mr. Dalton, who was 73, was a well-known 
authority on bridge, and he was chairman of 
the Portland Club. He was also an author 
and writer and a keen sportsman. For many 
years he rode in the races of the Essex Union 

unt. He was ident of the Brentwood 
Constitutional Association, a Justice of the 
Peace for Essex, and a former member of the 
County Council. , Mr. Dalton was the younger 
son of the late Rev. W. B. Dalton, of Little

ZEALAND.

VALUABLE CONSIGNMENT OF 
ANGORAS. 


Realising that Angora_ wool-farming has 
great possibilities 1n New Zealand, the 
Government of that country has removed the 
embargo on the importation oi rabbits, and 
the first batch of rabbits to be exported 
there has just been sent from Yorkshire. 
The consignment includes fifty Angoras and 
twenty Chinchillas, which go from the best 
hutches in Bradford and district. The cost 
of their voyage on the s.s. Turkina, from 
Liverpool, amounts to about £200, and the 
animals are valued at several hundred pounds. 
During the voyage they will be under the 
care of one of the ship s stewards, and will 
be fed on a special diet. 

Prior to leaving Bradford the Angoras were 
shorn of their woolly coats, so that they are 
expected to arrive in New Zealand in good 
condition. 

The Angora scores over the fur rabbit in 
not having to pay the death penalty to yield 
his return. He is sheared just like sheep, 
and, also like the sheep, having yielded up 
his fleece, he proceeds to grow. another for 
the next shearing. '

Zealand have been reared by Lady Watson, 
wife of the member for the Pudsey and 
Otley Division, who, along with her business 
partner, Mr. T. D. W. Young,. of Copman- 
thorpe, is a noted Yorkshire breeder.
